Consolidation Meeting Held 
Thursday Last and Com¬ 
mittee from Various Dist¬ 
ricts Was Formed 

A meeting was held on 1'hursday 
afternoon in the I.O.O.F. hall to con¬ 
sider the question of the consolidation 
of the Auburn, Harvey, Highland, 
McIntyre, Thigh Hill, Vulcan, and-the 
unorganized district to the northeast 
of Vulcan. The Rev.‘A. R. Schrag 
presided. <• V. 

Mr. A. Barron,of the department of 
education, Eifmonton, explained the 
advantages of consolidation over the 
unit school system. The shortage of 
teachers, the continuity of the edu¬ 
cation of the child under parental in¬ 
fluence from its entrance into school 
life up to Grade XI, the opportunity 
to raise the standard of education 
in the community, and the fostering 
of the community spirit, wore all 
dwelt upon. 

Speaking of the cost of education 
under the present system, he quoted 
the cost of maintenance of each school 
in the districts represented at the 
meeting,, showing the cost to be from 
$60.00 to $301750 per -pupil per an¬ 
num. The cost of a consolidated 
school he was unable to determine un¬ 
til he had certain statistics he would 
ask for. 

The following took part in the dis¬ 
cussion - which followed: Messrs. 
Brown Buckle, Colwell, Frost, Gard¬ 
ner, McDonald, Roebuck, Hobson, Tut¬ 
tle, and Walker. 

After the discussion it was moved 
by Wm. McPherson and seconded by 
A. M. McDohald that a committee be 
appointed to prepare a statement 
from the several districts of the avail¬ 
able acreage for assessment, the num¬ 
ber of children resident therein of 
school age under, and . proposed 
routes for conveyances. The commit¬ 
tee and districts represented are: S. 
W. Colwell, Auburn; F. C. C. An¬ 
drews, Harvey; R. S. Parslow, High¬ 
land; N. T. Do Witt, unorganized dis¬ 
trict, and M. L. Gordon, Vulcan. 

J. A. Lindsay was appbinted sec¬ 
retary and he will have a supply of 
maps early in the week, and distrib¬ 
ute them to each the committee 
with instructions, and these pitfparcd, 
a joint meeting will be held by the 
committee and a report made to the

Dominion Poultry Represent¬ 
ative Gives Interesting 
Address 

Mr. T. A. Benson, Dominion Poul¬ 
try representative, was in attendance 
at the Odd Fellows hall, Vulcan, on 
Monday afternoon of this week, and. 
addressed a small meeting on the sub¬ 
ject of marketing eggs. The meeting 
was held under the auspices of the 
Vulcan Agricultural£>oeiety. It is 
much to he regretteothat the meet 
ing was so poorly attended, hut doubt¬ 
less "weather conditions had much to 
do with this. 

Mr. Benson clearly explained the 
methods, aims and objects of the egg 
marketing service which has been es¬ 
tablished by the Dominion und pro¬ 
vincial departments of agriculture 
with a central candling and grading 
station in Calgary. Under this system 
eggs can be shipped to the central 
-station by any farmers’ organization, 
such as the U.F.A. Women’s Institute, 
Agricultural Society, etc., but the ser¬ 
vice is at the disposal of all farmers, 
whether members of any agricultural 
organization or not. The object of or¬ 
ganizing through local organization! 
is to take advantage of the machinery 
which already exists .rather than tc 
waste energy by establishing a new 
and separate society. The Vulcan 
Agricultural Society is taking this 
matter in hand,and it is-hoped" that 
all farmers in the district will heart¬ 
ily support the inovement which those 
present at the meeting are satisfied 
will result in the establishment .of a 
really profitable poultry industry. 

The idea is that a small egg mar¬ 
keting committee consisting both of 
men and women should be formed and 
a local manager appointed who would 
undertake the packing of the eggs 
assembled at a given point ami ship 
them regularly m cases pro\ ided by 
the egg marketing service to the cen¬ 
tral station. A simple system of re¬ 
taining the identity of the eggs of 
each individual has been devised. 

All shipments received at the Cal¬ 
gary station will be immediately ex¬ 
amined by experts under government 
supervision, and graded according tc 
the Canadian standards for eg|$*. 

Returns will be promptly made to 
the local manager, including the full 
amount of money for the shipment 
and the exact amount of money duel 
to each contributor. All eggs not 
falling into the prime grade will- he 
placed in a lower grade, for which a 
little lower price will he paid, and ac¬ 
tually bad eggs will not he paid for, 
thus securing Alberta eggs ah un- 
be paid for at top prices. This cer¬ 
tainly is a fair and just system which 
should encourage the production and 
marketing of the very best of quality, 
thus securing for Alyerta eggs an un¬ 
excelled reputation which will result 
in the markets treking the Alberta 
egg. This is the chief aim of the 
movement.

Mr. Benson explained all the work¬ 
ing details of the undertaking which] 
is in his charge as Dominion.Poultry 
representative, and Mr. J. H. Hall, 
poultry marketing commissioner, rep¬ 
resenting the Alberta department of 
agriculture. 

Mr. Benson gave some interesting 
irtformation as to the future bright 
prospects in store for the poultry in¬ 
dustry, and confidently asserted that 
greater profits could bo made from 
poultry raising with present high 
prices of feeds, and business man¬ 
agement than could be made with 
former lower prices of feeds and no 
business methods applied. 

His advise was “‘keep the right 
kin^of hen and apply business man¬ 
agement as regards production and 
marketing, then you will find the 
hen to be more adept at turning 
feeds into food than any other liv- 
stock, and that she will give a greater 
return for each dollar invested than 
any other livestock, especially if run 
on the farm in conjunction with other 
-branches of livestock.”

according to ration; and so on through 
the whole list of daily necessities. 
There is nothing appealing in the out¬ 
look for any of us. 

Canada is confronted With the duty 
of relieving this stringency and doing 
so as fast as the ships can carry the 
food over. All we have would not 
make up the European deficiency, 
owing to the evar-growing world 
shortage, but what we have to do is 
to deny ourselves to the end that those 
in Europe may have what we do not 
use. Production in Canada is nothing 
if \$iat we pfoduce is all consumed 
here; we have to produce a surplus, 
and the production of that is as much 
the duty of the ordinary individual as 
it is of the farmer. 

When one considers the matter in 
this light the wonder is that our avail¬ 
able supplies have not been drastic¬ 
ally curtailed or cut off altogether for 
the time being in order that those who 
are doing the brunt of the work 
should be able to live on an equality 
with us. Up to the present, however, 
no one has done this officially and we 
must all do it privately.

“The latest cable received from the 
British Ministry of Food regarding 
conditions in Euro^s makes it clear 
that a drastic reduction in the propos¬ 
ed rations for Britain may be expected 
by the end of this month. The supply 
of fats an<t bacon is low and increased 
imports are urgently needed. The 
Italian need is the greatst of all. The 
people of Italy have been on bread 
and sugar rations for some time and 
severe restrictions have been placed 
on their consumption of meat.” 

When we people of Canada read 
this sort of thing wc are apt to treat 
it very much as a hard luck story;'we 
are too far away from such conditions 
to realize That these arc conditions 
under which people whom we know 
are living. In our circumstances of 
plenty it makes very little appeal to 
us.

RATIONING IS IMPOSSIBLE 

But Everyone Can Help by Strictly 
Observing Economy of Food¬ 
stuffs Wanted Overseas. 

Rationing is a subject that is re¬ 
ceiving much newspaper attention in 
Canada at present, i It is a thing that 
is as new to us in theory and practice 
as war was three, years and a half 
ago. That must be the -only excuse 
for some things which are written. 
The general assumption is that ra¬ 
tioning can be carried out, just as 
some people thought price—fixing 
could, by a mere wave of a magic 
pen. When it is remembered, how¬ 
ever, that Canada’s seven and a half 
million people are scattered over an 
area greater than Europe the ques¬ 
tion at cnco arises, ‘ Who is to see to 
scheme?” For rations means that 
each family would be under an obli¬ 
gation hot to qut more on any day or 
j in any week than a certain set 
| amount of particular foods. 

I It would not bo hard to make a rule 
j ihat so much broad should be need by 
loach perron at a meal. But 'how 
! many million police would l.e wanted 
I to attend to thp c::oputkm^pf the or¬ 
der? Even the nifaking td orders 
hat would bo fair in a largAcity as 
eomtared with a country homo>offers 
difficulties little thought of. iX the 
Maritime province fi.,h is plentiful 
and comparatively cheap as in \he 
west are wheat and beef.

No amount Of talking can make up 
for this. It is not a legal question 
it ail,'but a moral one, which must be 
‘oft to the conscience of each house¬ 
hold head. There is no better way 
or the present in which those who 
jannot go to the trenches can actually 
help in the practicing in each home 


at all times of the day that honest 
carefulness to avoid waste which 
would have to be done under a com¬ 
pulsory rationing scheme. 

In a way this Ms a new factor which 
hitherto it has not been possible to 
utilize. The Canadian woman is 
here especially indicated to aid. So 
far women’s work in the Dominion 
has had to do with Red Cross and 
similar works of mercy. This opens 
out the enormously. Every 

woman who saves bread, beef and 
pork products is in fact and deed 
wielding an unsen weapon in the 
war as truly as her sisters behind the 
trenches are i#caring for the broken 
and maimed. 

IMPROVING THE TIME 

The farmer canot plow while the 
ground iu frozen and covered with 
snow, but there scores of other odd 
jobs that could be attended to dur¬ 
ing Die winter months that would not 
require his attention when the time 
to plow anil do his seeding comes 
along. There L a time for sowing 
and a time for reaping and the farm¬ 
er who js sowing about the time he 
should be leaping is r.ol among the 
list of model farmers. Conservation 
is a word that is much in use today 
and there is no greater area where 
the term could be so well applied as 
in farming. Owing to the scarcity of 
4 k>1p the farmer should conserve all 
theSonergy and time available and 
there le no betterjjpi'.ortunity for him 
to do il to his own .advantage than in 
tli> winter lime. We are aware that 
the \Irinter is a choring tim^ and a 
greater variety of work presents it¬ 
self than in the summer, but it can¬ 
not be denied that the average farmer 
keeps putting off a great deal of lit¬ 
tle details that would mean a lors of 
days to him when the spring comes 
around. For instance, the marketing 
of grain, the procuring of next win¬ 
ter’s wood, drawing home fertilizer, 
cleaning seed grain, procuring grass 
seed, sprouting potatoes, repairing 
harness, repairing machinery and a 
multitude of odds and ends that 
would be to his advantage. 

Prince Ftlward Island maintains its 
title of “spud. island.’’Its potato crop 
was 6,700,000 bushels, a surplus of 
3,00,000, only one half of which is ex¬ 
ported.

CALGARY M^JtKET REPORT 
(U.G. G. Bule llin.) 

Last week’s Alberta stock yards re¬ 
ceipts were: Horses 330; cattle 969; 
hogs 2,676; sheep none. 

This week’s receipts were: Horses 
700; cattle 1,017; hogs 3,374; sheep 
178. 

Corresponding receipts a year ago 


were: Horses 772; cattle 895; .hogs 
8,561; sheep 298. 

Cattle. 

The receipts to the yards this week 
were heavier than for some time past 
and all good cattle sold readily. We 
sold a few extra choice steers shipped 
by Major Eaton at 12 cents, the high¬ 
est price paid here this week, with 
some nice steers at $11.25 to $11.60; 
common y medium steers brought 
$10.25 to $11.00, with the lighter kill¬ 
ers $9.26 to $10.00. Choice fat cows 
were *in good demand arid we made a 
number of sales at $9.60 to $9.60 for 
the best—medium cows $8.75 to $9.26 
and common cows $7.00 to $8.50, with 
canners $5.00 to $6.00. No oxen were 
on the market; tops would bring 
$9.00 to $9.60, with cannons $5.00 to 
$6.50. The best bulls sold at $8.00 to 
$8.50, with medium $7.00 to $8.00 and 
common stuff around $6.00. There is 
good demand for stocker steers, 700 
to 900 pounds, and these will realize 
about 9 cents with yearling heifers at 
$55.00 to $65.00 and calves $40.00 to 
$46.00. The stocker cow market is 
slow and the poor, thin cows are not 
wanted. 

Top price on top cattle a year ago, 
$9.00. 

Hogs. 

The hog market was slower . this 
week; we sold our hogs on Wednes¬ 
day at $19.50, but with heavier re¬ 
ceipts on Thursday and Friday the 
price dropped fully 60 cents and prac¬ 
tically all hogs sold at 19 cents on 
these days. The percentage of light 
unfinished hogs coming to the market 
has been far too great and with a 
view to inducing the hog raisers to 
finish the hogs before shipping it has 
been decided to grade all light' hogs 
110 to 140 pounds, here 3 cents and 
from 110 pounds down 6 cents, and 
select hogs will be accepted up to 270 
pounds, instead of 250 pounds, as 
previously. There is not much prob¬ 
ability of hog prices weakening very 
much in the near future, as the run 
will gladly slacken off.

Sheep. 

Very few sheep fat enough to kill 
were offered. We quote fat lambs 
$16.00 to $16.60. Fat weathers $15.00 
to $16.00 and fat ewes $13.00 to 
$15.00. 

The market for fat cattle is slowly 
gaining strength and choice cattle, 
weighing from 1100 to 1400 will find 
a ready sale at good prices, heavy 
rough cattle showing poor finish are 
harder to dispose of as the western 
market does not call for this class of 
stuff. Do not overlook the change in 
grade on light hogs as this goes into 
effect on March 11, 1918.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
commenneement of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub,-Agertcy 'for "District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi- 
Itions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
Seres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three year3, culti¬ 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holder* of entries may count time 
of employment as farm labourer in 
Canada during 1918 as residence dut¬ 
ies under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are adverti¬ 
sed or posted for csrtry, returned sold- 
ierswho have* served overseas and 
have been honorable discharged, re¬ 
ceive one day priority in applying for 
entry at local Agents Office (but not 
Sub-Agency.) Discharge papers must 
be presented to Agent.
